Of course' it is to be admitted that the 
state should not try to set aside the de- 
clared powers of a chartered municipality 
by legislation'enacted at the behests of 
either political bosses or humorous re- 
formers without ample reasons, but to 
say the state can not interfere in the af- 
fairs of municipalities at all is advancing 
far' on the road to anarchy.

and a-large portion of a community-are 
disfranchised so to speak, in that a prop- 
er and honest administration of the laws 
are denied it is time for the legislature to 
interfere.

.Brandy Frnrmcr*. 


The brandy farmers of Charenr-e are a 


distinct class. Kvcry one of them, even 
if he own no more than a patch of six 
or seven acres, has his own still and 
manufactures his own spirit Most of 
the stills which' I saw were mere shan- 
ties of ,the :most primitive type, like 
highland- bothies or- the rude huts in 
which illicit "potheen" used to be, and 
I dare say oven now is, manufactured 
in some wild parts of Ireland. When 
the' farmer commences making "his 
braiidy, he continues working his stills 
day and uight until he has converted 
all his wine into spirit. Tho brandy at 
this stage is perfectly colorless and con- 
tains the whole of the essential oil, 
which has subsequently to be removed 
by a drastic process of filtration. This, 
however, tlie farmer leaves to the mer- 
chant to whom ho brings his brandy for 
sale.

very wealthy. ''I was told .of one worth

The-^ investigation of -western soils 


.made by tne division of 'soils of the ag- 
ricultural- department, with the aid of 
the-weather'burean, which covers Low- 
er/California, the San Joaquin valley, 
die ;gr<iat Palou'se district,; comprising. 
the'fertile wheatgrowing districts of 
California, Washington and Montana, 
the Yellowstone valley, the'.Eed.-iivw 
valley and also the Mohavo and 'Nevada 
deserts,' h'as developed-some astounding 
facts',- Although these soils,-excepting 
tho Bed riv'er and desert districts men- 
tioned!'have only'from one-fifth to one- 
half of the annual rainfall received by 
the territory east of the. Mississippi riv- 
er—that is, from 7,.'to. 20 inches—they 
seldom if ever suffer from drought 
.. 


Moreover, practically all' the 'rainfall 


they do receive comes in die fall and 
winter seasons. Ouly:a slight fraction 
falls during the summer months when 
tbe'crops are growing.' Yet the crops 
do not suffer. An investigation of these 
far western soils ' has shown diat they 
are largely made up,of: the disintegra- 
tion of,the original.basaltic,rock, and 
that there is • little difference between 
the, soils and subsoils, a difference very 
marked in the east. They havo a re- 
markable power for "tbe absorption of 
moisture and do not readily lose it by 
evaporation, although the humidity of 
dio atmosphere during the growing sea- 
son-is much lower .than in the east. 


Thus the crops by subsisting on die 


winter rains can stand long periods of 
.drought. In the S;in Joaquin valley, 
the great grape growing region of Cali- 
fornia, tbe annual rainfall is but seven 
inches, and from May to September on- 
ly about sis-tenths of an inch falls, yet 
tho vines flourish throughout tho sea- 
son! It is true they are irrigated by 
canals, but tbe moisture is absorbed and 
transmitted by the soils. There ia no 
surface application of water. 


In southern California tho winter rain- 


fall is about'2(i inches, the summer rain- 
fall less than an inch, and without irriga- 
tion tobacco and other'' crops grow lux- 
uriantly. At Chine,,in' diis, district, 
sugar beets, which' 'require a great 
amount, of. moisture,.. grow, famously. 
The suj-faco>£0il dries out in .die snm- 
mer^.Jprmi'rig .a., dry-, crust or mulch, 
wliicii.;!jfifciBfi;.to:protecothe soil beneath. 
In the,t8Eritory-abont-Walla Walla and 
Pullman,' termed tho -Palonse district, 
the annual rainfall varies from _10 to 
20 i::chc>=, of which from an inch to 
10 JU'-i.;.-; fall dnriog the season of the 
growiny crops; yet, owing to tbe won- 
derful ?o\vtr of the soil to retain water 
and supply it to die crops, a, drought of 
months Vless injurious there than ona 
of the same number of weeks in tha 
east, where the annual rainfall is about 
40 inches.

In Uordi Dakota tho difference.of tbe 


soils about Bismarck, 'when contrasted 
with tbose about Fargo and Jamestown, 
where the crops .depend upon timely 
rainfall, renders the crops about Bis- 
marck very-uncertain, while -tbose of 
Fargo and Jamestown seldom fail. In 
the JMojave and JJevada deserts the an- 
nual rainfall averages about fire inch- 
es, but beneath the alkali crusts tbe soil 
is always moist, a fact which the scien- 
tists havo as yet been unable to explain. 
In fact, little is yet known of the pow- 
er of the soils Co holci water. As arte- 
sian wells sbo-w water in all these dis- 
tricts from 20 to 200 feet below die sur- 
face it is considered possible that thero 
is a slow and continuous, movement of 
water upward, from the artesian sources 
which 'dre bc'yood tbo influence of local 
climate. "This is especially believed to 
bo true of..; the. .desert...districts, whore 
tbo. moisture, of the soil < cannot be ex- 
plained on the il;ecryti:ac tbe soil could 
retain its nioistnrofronvtho' insignifi- 
cant rainfall. Ey placing electrodes in 
tho soil iu all these places-at various 
depths, from a few inches to 25 feet, it 
is believed that in tho future the direc- 
tion and intensity of .whan might be 
termed tbe water waves of tbe earch can 
bo accurately determined.
